Democrats Should Unite, Standing for 
Gold or Silver, as the Majority of 
Conyention May Declare. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. can 

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., May %.—Among 
those on their way to St. Louis to attend 
the anti-trust dinner to-night at the Expo- 
sition building are O. H. P. Belmont of 
New York and his party. 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch met the 
New Yorkers this morning at Indianapo- 
118. 

Oliver H. P. Belmont {s very approach- 
able. He expressed admiration for William 
Jennings Bryan. While not agreeing with 
Mr. Bryan on the financial question, Mr. 
Belmont said he would give his active sup- 
port to the Nebraskan in the event that he 
was nominated by’the néxt Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. 

Mr. Beimont thinks there are questions 
other than finance that should engage the 
attention of the Democratic party in the 
next campaign. He suggests that all] Dem- 
ocrats should bury the differences that now 
threaten division in the ranks and meet 
with serried front the Republican party. 
He is for harmony—in emphatic tones. On 
these l.nes Mr. Belmont said: 

“The line of present trouble seems to 
run between the gold and silver factions of 
the party. I cannot myself 6ee the pro- 
priety or need of this strife. In that con- 
nection it is oniy fair to say that one side 
seems as eager for trouble as the other. 
“My idea is that every man in the Demo- 
cratic party, whether he be a go.d man, a 
silver man or a bimetallist, or whether he 
be for a ratio of 16 to 1 or some other ra- 
tio, should stand ever ready to yield to: 
the wishes of the majority of his party, as 
expressed in the platform of its national 
convention. 

“If he be a gold’man and'the convention 
adopt @ free coinage platform that gold 
man should yield. If he be a silver man

and the convention declares for a single 
go'd standard that silver man’ should yield. 

“No man has a right, calling himself a 
Democrat, to be greater or wiser or strong- 


| er than his party. 


“Speaking for myself, I am a bimetallist, 
so-called gold man, because I do not be- 
lieve in a dogmatic 16 to 1 ratio, yet 1 wil 
unhesitatingly support free silver, 16 to l, 
should it be made the platform sentiment 
of the party in 1900. I wll give my full sup- 
port to any candidate whom the convention 
select«.”’ 

There are many things, in Mr. Belmont’s 
opinion, that should engage the attention 
of the leaders of the Democartic party. 
He thinks that the trusts are most danger- 
ous to American industrial and political 
life. He suggests a means to defeat the pur- 
poses of these giant aggregations of ag- 
gressive capital:-: He said: 

Ey cote. form the giant evil, 
and threagening, in our affairs. I have not 
time for details now. But the monster 
combinations of money, .called the trusts, 
whose methods contemplate the bribery 
of Congresses and’ Legislatures, and even 
the controi of courts, must be destroyed. 

“To do this we should have an income 
tax and an inheritance tax. We should 
have public ownership of all these fran- 
chises, which are now in the hands of 
great street railroad, bridge and electrical 
companies and other combinations of kin- 
dred sort. Above all, we should have the 
iniat:ive and referendum, and so put within 
the actual power of the people at the poile 
to propose or pasSs a law, or, if needs press, 
to repeal a law in spite of any action by 
venal or corrupt Congresses or Legisia- 
tures, believing as I do in the conservatism 
and honesty of the people, 

“We should attack government by in- 
junction and the national bank system. 

Je Should be for the election of Senators 
and United States Judges by the people. 
We should be to increase the navy and 
against an increase in the army. We should 
be for economy and for the cucting down 
of expenses. We shouid be against im- 
perialism and the seizing of the Philip- 
pines beyond such harbors or  ielands 
ag are necessary for naval stations.”’

Schurman states that they told the Fil- 
ipinos they would do nothing about an ar- 
mistice; that Gen. Otis was the sole author- 
ity to pass upon that request. The com- 
missioners could not discuss any question 
of suspension of hostilities. They could 
only discuss the forms and purposes of the 
government to be established and urge the 
advisability of immediate surrender. 

Gen. Otis has cabled to Secretary Alger 
as fully as President Schurman has ‘o Sec- 
retary Hay. The War Department is of the 
opinion that “the college professors.” as 
the commissioners are called by army offi- 
cers, are doing more harm than good. 

Gen. Alger believes that the Filipinos 
must be crushed, if not annihilated, before 
there will be peace in Lusea. .

WELCOMED BY MATAAFA. 


BEBELIOUS MONARCH WILL 
OBE YTHEIR MANDATE. 


The Impression Prevails at Apia That 
the Commission Will Uphold the 
Acts of American Admiral 

| Kautz. 


(By Associated Press.) 

APIA, Samoa, May 17 (Via Auckland, N. 
Z., May 2%).—The Samoan Commission, 
consisting of Bartlett Tripp, former United 
Btates Minister to Austria-Hungary; Baron 


Speck Von Sternberg, representing Ger- 
fomny, and C. H. Eliot, C. B., of the British 
Wimbassy at Washington, representing 
Great Britain, arrived here ongMay 13. 

The first sitting took place May 16. The 
Conmnissioners were engaged ali that inorn- 
ing in conferring with the Chief Justice, 
William L. Chambers. Nothing was d's- 
closed regarding the deliberations, but It Is 
reported that they will uphold the action 
of Admiral Kautz, the American naval 
commander. 

Mataafa seut the Commissioners a letter 
of welcome and expressed haope that they 
would satisfactorily end the troubles in 
Samoa. 

It is understocd Mataafa will obey the 
unanimous order of the Commission, though 
it is doubtful whether he will order Fis 
followers to disarm un.ess the Mulietoars 
are first diearmed. The Mataafans will 
probably disperse to their homes if ordered 
to do so, but they will never recognize 
Malietoa as a Ki ani doubtless there 
will be further trouble in the future if the 
kingship is maintained. 

Only one or two cases are known of the 
wounding of natives by the shell fire of the 
warships and, as they have not realized the 
strength of the Europeans, they may go tu 
greater extremes if war arises again. 

The rebels remain outside the lines indi- 
cated by the Admiral and huvoe strongly 
fortified a new position, while the Loyal- 
ists are being dri.led and have fortified 
Mulinuu. A considerabie number of Loy- 
alists have been brought by the warships 
from other islands. 

Half the male adults of Sainoa are await- 
ing action upon the part of the commission 
in order to support Malietoa. 

The Germans are preparing compensation 
claims. It is understood one German firm 
claims $60,000 and that other German sub- 
ects claim $20,000. The British Consul, E. 

. S. Maxse, invited them to put in tneir 
claims and it is understood the coniniission 
will adjudicate them. 

Replying to questions submitted to him 
By correspondent of the Associated Press, 

taafa said it was the head chiefs and 
not himself who began the war, ac ing that 
they did so because they were angered at 
power being taken from them by violence 
and also because they were made ungry by 
the Ch:ef Justice's unjust action. 

Mataafa claimed he had upheld the 
treaty and said his orders throughout were 
not to fire upon the Europeane and that but 
for this order the whore party of bluejack 
ets could several times have beeen shot 
down by large bodies of natives concealed 
in the bush.

Some .of the furnaces have sold large 
biocks of mill irons and have also taken 
considerable business in basic pig for East- 
ern and Western markets. 

Some reference has been made to efforts 
to release sales of foundry irons made 
some time since for export by the payment 
of apremium. This has been done to some 
extent, but the quantities involved cannot 
affect the situation. There is some talk, 
too, of founders selling iron due to them, as 
more profitable than turning it into goods. 
The preparations to blow in furnaces con- 
tinue, but are much hampered by difficul- 
ties in securing supplies of ore and coke 
and by delays in delivering equipment 
needed and material for repairs. Many of 
them are even now sold for months fol- 
lowing the time set for the beginning of 
operations. Still the increase. must tell, 
unless consumption keeps up at the present 
rate. How much the melting has grown 
is clearly shown by the statistics prepared 
by Rogers, Brown oO. 

Reports are beginning to crop up concern- 
ing the suspension of enterprises through 
the rapid rise in iron and steel. We have 
investigated one important line, that relat- 
ing to structural material for bridges and

SWED FORTY LIVES 


ARCHIE TURPIE AND HIS fA- 
MOUS LASSO. 


NBW YORK, May 2.—If the men who 
owe their lives to Archie Turpie could be 


rounded up a fair-sized mass meeting might 
be held. During his 22 years of service as 
night watchman at the Central Vermont’s 
pier, foot of Market street, he has hauled 
more than 40 drowning men from the water. 
Then besides this he has chased away many 


men who were bent upon suicide. 

Turpie’s last rescue, typical of the oth- 
ers, was that of John Quinn early Friday 
morning. Quinn, who had been drinking 
heavily, fell asleep on a truck which was 
close to the narrow stringpiece of the 
plier. Perhaps he was doing a sleep-walkin 

act—he was in the river when next hear 

from. His wild cry for help was heard by 
Policeman McCullagh, who shouted to the 
night watchman: 

“Archie, here’s another for you.’’ 
Turpie grabbed his two ropes and ran 
to the drowning man. He threw the first 
rope, which Quinn grasped, and then did 
his famous and invariabiy successful lasso 
act. He made a running bowline of the 
second rope and with the ease and grace 
of a Texas plainsman threw the loop di- 
rectly over Quinn’s head. A sharp twiteh 
and the loop tightened around the man’s 
shoulders and another rescue was added 
to Turpie’s score. Quinn was hauled ashore 
and tramped up and down the street uf®til 
an ambulance errived from Gouverneur 


Hospital, 

Turple is a modest little sandy-haired 
Scotchman, 6 years of age. He disclaims 
all glory for ‘this rescues and gays that the 
other boys along the water front are en- 
titled to more credit. For the “easy ones,”’ 
as he calls them, he uses two ropes in 
the manner described. If the rescue is 
more difficult he leaps into e river and 
drags the victim by the hair’to the pier. 
He has made several very daring rescues 
and has had narrow escapes from drown- 
ing. One night in 1891, in the teeth of @

SEATTLE, Wash., May 25.—The Standard. 
Oil Co., ‘having acquired not only the old 
Russia title, but a later mineral land grant 


from the United States Government to the 
coal lands at Cook Inlet, Alaska, is pre- 
paring to develop the coal fields, which are 
of vast extent. 

The company has already deposited $100,- 
000 with local banks for the use of Alfred 
Ray, their manager here, who has out- 
fitted a corps of engineers that sail on the 
Orizaba to-day.

Instead of dutifully submitting to my appoint- 
ment and being ready to receive the priest whom I 
selected to send to you as the shepherd of your 
souls, ag it befitted obedient children of the Cath- 
olic Church and true, faithful clients of St. Pat- 
rick, whom you venerate as the patron’ saint of 
your church, you allowed yourselves to be stirred 
up into passionate feelings of uncatholic, narrow- 
minded nationalism, and to break out into open re- 
volt against your lawful ecclesiastical superior. 
Words are failing me to express adequately. how 
by your proceedings during the past three weeks 
you have grieved the heart of your Bishop and have 
given to the world, to Catholics. as well as non-

President Baldwin of the Long Island 
Railway Does Not Favor the 
Scheme, While Editor Thomas 
Fortune Supports It. 


NEW YORK, May %.—The plan to start 
an industrial colony made up wholly of ne-

posite views. It is the intention of the 
promoters to buy up 3000 acres of land, to 
divide the tract into small farms and to 
hand them over to capable and industrious 
Southern negroes. No white man is to be 
allowed in the community. President Bald- 
win of the Long Island Railway, who is 
the representative in this city of the Tus- 


keegee Institute in Alabama, was asked 
this morning to say what he thought of the 
echeme. 

“I never heard of it till this morning,” 
he said, “but I am opposed to the idea of 
negroes leaving their homes for any such 

urpose, and think the colony will fail. 

uch settlements always do fail, whether 
they are made by white people or by black 
—history is full of examples. Communistic 
settlementS always have a quarrel and gen- 
eral smash-up in the end. The negro prob- 
lem is not to be solved by that means. It 
has been solved in the industrial school at 
Tuskeegee. When President McKinley and 
his friends visited the institution last fall 
the President said: e salvation of the 
negro has been found.” Common schools 
are useless, industrial schools are of the 
highest value. I look to see Tuskeegees in 
every Southern State.’ 

‘“‘Negroes are willing to emigrate. Some 
and so 
do 
themselves any good by going off to Li- 
beria or to Long Island. They should stay 
together in the South, and in course of 
time Booker T. Washington and men like 
him will raise the whole race to the same 
industrial plane that many of ite indi- 
viduals now occupy. Anybody who has 
studied the negro in the South will agree 
with me. The best white people there are 
doing all they can to further the industrial 
education. There its no other way.” 

“Philanthropy aside,’’ asked the report- 
er, “will the Long Island Railroad favor 
the planting of the settlement?” 

‘The railroad has nothing to do with it,” 
replied Mr. Baldwin. ‘“‘When the colony 
arrives there will be time enough to talk 
of that. But I don’t think it ever will ar- 
rive.”’:

PROF. HITE INVENTS A FLYING 
MACHINE. 


A CIGAR-SHAPED BALLOON. 


It Is to Be Drawn by Two Engines 
Operating Powerful 


Fans. a a. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BURLINGTON, 'N. J., May 25.—An air- 
ship, the invention of Prof. Charles Hite, 
who was with the Peary Arctic expedition, 
is being built at the villa of Prof. William 
D. T. Travis, near this city. The work is 
being. done under the supervision of Prof. 
Charles King, the aeronaut, who has made 
nearly 400 ascensions, 

The airship is protected by patents, and 
a company, of which Prof, Hite is the 
head, has been organized for its manufac- 
ture. 

"The airship is a Navigable balloon. 
The balloon will be cigar-shaped., 
with car attachment, and will be driven by 
two powerful engines of diminutive size. 
In the Hite invention the powerful fans 
will drive the balloon either up or down 
or to the right or left in any current of 
air and make the length of the trip optional 
with the voyagers. 
The engines which will operate the fans 
are marvels in themselves. They are 20 
inches long, 16 inches wide and 6 inches 
high and comparatively light. The mo- 
tive power is carbon-dioxide, which is made 
of chimney soot. One engine alone is suf- 
ficiently powerful to operate the machin- 
ery of a rolling mill. 

The engines are at Trenton, where it fs 
likely the test will be made early in June. 
A small mode] of the airship was given a 
successful test In Philadelphia.

STRANGE WORK DONE IN THE 
NAME OF CHRISTIANITY. 


HEBREW CHILDREN TATTOOED. 


Marked for Life by a Missionary Who 
Has Been Working in 
New York. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 25.—Dr. Joseph Bru- 
der, who thas many patients among He- 
brews living on the East Side, told a re- 
porter of the Post-Dispatch that some one 
attached to a mission had tattooed a cross 
—as @ symbol of the Christian religion— 
on the arms of a number of the children 
who attended there. 

Dr. Bruder said within the last 10 months 


he had been visited by the parents of 10 
or 15 children who had been thus marked 
for life, and that the parents had begged 
him to remove the cross, which he was 
not able to do. 

The mission, Dr. Bruder says, was estab- 
lished to convert the children of Hebrews 
to Christianity, and is conducted by con- 
verted Hebrews. In each case the cross 
Was tattooed on the left forearm. 

At prayers in the synagogue the left arm 
of the worshiper is exposed above the el- 
bow and is circled by the philin, a narrow 
leather strap employed to hold the letters 
composing the Hebrew word for God. The 
fact that a cross was indelibly printed on 
the arm of the child would debar him for- 
ever from taking part in the service. 

Dr. Bruder said he made no record of 
the names and addresses, and in conse- 
quence none of the children could be found 
to-day. Dr. Bruder said the missionary 
had secured the consent of the children 
by giving them pennies and presents of 
candy. All the children brought to him 
were boys, but he had been told little girls 
had been *similarly marked. 

The man who Dr. Bruder accuses of do- 
ing the tattooing has been in the West for 
four weeks. The mission is open now only 
for a couple of hours on Sunday after- 
noon. 

In the neighborhood of the mission all 
those seen yesterday were familiar with 
the report that many children had been 
tattooed. but none of the many mothers 
seen would acknowledge that her children 
had the blue cross on their arms.

Haines of Indiana wanted the Assembly io 
listen to a speeck in favor of Winona Lake, 
Ind., but cries of “No!’’ brought the vote. 
The committee on place of meeting, made 
uy of the Moderator, Stated and Perma- 
nent Clerks, was given permanent power 
hereafter to name a place of meeiing In 
case any place agreed upon by the Asse- 
bly should be urable to entertain the As- 
sembly. 

I) W. Glass of Baltimore caused a sur- 
prise by introducing a resolution direct- 
ing Dr. Arthur J. Brown, secretarv of the 
Board of Ferelg@n Missicns, to call a con- 
ference in New York of all the Evangelical 
(‘hristian bodies to confer concerning a 
harmonious arrangement and distribution 
of the foreign missions. 

The resolution aiso directed that the 
Roman Catholics be invited to participate 
in the conterence if Dr. Brown should deem 
it wise. The resolution was referred with- 
out dedate ty the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions.

PROF. LANGLEY ONLY AWAITING 
THE MOTIVE POWER. 


ANTICIPATES REAL PLIGHT. 


The Smithsonian Scientist Confident 
That Ultimate Success Will Crown 
His Many Experiments. 


— 


WABHINGTON, May %3.—The experi- 
ments now meking with the latest flying 


machine, or aerodome, the invention of 
Prof. Samuel P. Langley, the official head 
of the Bmithsonian Institution, -have done 
little to solve the problem of practical and 
utilitarian fight. The statement was given 
out that Prof. Langley had constructed a 
large aerodome, cond that some one would 
make the ascent with it and demonstrate 
once and for all that aman can fly like 
the soaring birds, with the assistance of 
this wonderful apparatus. : 

Nothing was fartner frcm the intention 
of the Professor. Always extremeiy mod- 
est in regard to ~f ee discovery, the 
result of long years arduous study and 
experimenting, he is also extremely cau- 
tious, and desires most of all things that 
no life shall be sacrificed in connection 
with his flying machine, such as has at- 
tended the attempted thghts of numerous 
inventoors. 

The chief purpose of Prof. Langley now 
has in view is the perfection of a motive 
power which will not only drive his siecl 
and aluminum bird, but aiso afford a stay- 
ing capacitv by which alone the invention 
can be made useful to mankind, by sate 
and sustained fight. In hig former experi- 
ments, late in 1397 and early in 18%, the 
mechanical bird ‘had a\spread of wings vu: 
about 14 feet, and the complete mechanism 
which produced a full horse power weighed 
a trifle less than seven pounds, 

This astonishing achievement fn securing 
so much strength with so great economy ol 
space and we.ght was of itself a red .etter 
episode in the history of mechanical con- 
struction. Of course the water and fue. 
amounted to a trifle more, but the entire 
weight of the motive gag was so smal. 
that Prof. Langiey felt he. had reached a 

might succeed in making 
is machine fly. 


All this was accomplished only after long 
years of experiment and disappointment. 

These faliures in construction, and the 
subsequent fai.ures in securing favorable 
conditions for a trial of an aerodrome that 
was considered to. be fully fledged for flight 
mark an era in the life of Prof, Langley 
that would have been sufficient to dis- 
courage aimost any other man. Langley 
had been devoted at the Allegheny Obser- 
vatory to the study of solar phenomena, 
giving simply his le.sure and recreative 
hours to experiment with what he then 
ca.led an aeroplane. 

n the Professor first contemplated 
an experiment, with his metallic bird, afte: 
the construciién of his worderful little en- 
gine, he sought a spot where the inveniion 
would alight, after its flight, in the water, 
and so escape injury, This was found at 
what is known as Cook Island, a little 
island in the Potomac, a short distance 
below «the village of Quantico, and about 
% miies from Washington. The island is 
owned by a number of moderately wealthy 
citizens of Washington, most of whom are 
fond of scientific work. 

The machine was constructed at Wash- 
ington. and tnansported to the island in 
caréfully boxed-up pieces. Here, in a lit- 
tle house, buikt upon a scow, the various 
disjointed members of the bird were put 
together, and day after day the complet 
mechanism was placed upon the rails ol 
@ frame arranged upén the oe of the 
house, that an impetus might. be given 
to it as prerccamy birds are forced to run 
upon the ground for a short distance, with 
wings extended, beforé they can frise ir 
the air. It was found that it was impossi- 
ble to give this impetus while any appre- 
ciable air was blowing, as the wings of the 
aerodrome were so ia@ngé and light what th 
whole machine became unmanageable ih 
the presence of a si t. breeze. 5 

A score of journeys to and from the isl- 
and were made before a favorable @ay 
came for the first trial. Thé sup of warez 
was put into the littia boiler and: the bit 
of fuel into the iitt.e furnace, steam came 
in a few minutes and with little troubie 
the air ship was successfully launched 
with power to last a minute or 80, and the 
question of whe possibility of aerial flight 
without the aid of a gasbag was forever 
set at rest, 

Several times the little vessel was sent 
up, and each time it acted with an auto- 
matic intellfgence that seemed to leave little 
for the guiding of mah when man should 
decide to try the experiment of flying by 
this means. Another and slightly larger 
aerodrome was constructed and given trial 
some months later, with similar satisfac- 
tory results. 

The problem of flight solved, Prof. Lang- 
ley at once set about to solve the lesser, 
though very troublesome -problem of an en- 
gine that would give opportunity for sus- 
tained flight, at least for a reasonable 
time, by which means only can the fiying 
machine be practically utilized, Up to this 
time he has been experimenting with an 
engine which will condense its own steam 
and thus reduce the quantity of water nec- 
essary. Experiment has also been made 
with fuel, to seek out the lightest and 
most economical means of producing heat. 
A gasoline or naptha self-feéding engine 
has been used, but sutcess does not seem 
to be assured in regard to the condensing 
arrangement, and new attempts will be 
made to make this part of the machine 
more perfect. 

The latest Sighta, within the last week, 
have been made with a machine larger 
than any formerly used. The action was 
similar to that of the former experiments, 
and the serodrome, after a short flight, 
settled into the water uninjured. Slight 
changes of construction were made, more 
of aluminum was introduced into the com- 
position of the metal parts and yet the 
whole weighed only a few ounces more 
than the former and smaller machines. The 
matter then resolves itself to the one prop- 
osition that, given a motive power that 
will drive the aeroplane without weighing 
it down, and which will endure for a sus- 
tained flight of an appreciable distance and 
the flying machine is of assured utility. 

, Possibly electricity will yet offer the so- 
ution.

It is expected that this branch 
of the work will receive considerable at- 
tention frorh the conference.

CASTELAR IS DEAD, 


A DISTINGUISHED ORATOR AND 
STATESMAN OF SPAIN. 


MADRID; May %—Senor Don WBmillo 
Castelar, the distinguished orator and 
statesman, who had been suffered from an 
attack of pulmonary catarrh, contracted 
last winter, is dead. 

The revolution of 1664 was for Castelar, 
as for Canovas del Castillo and Sagasta, 
the starting point of a political career. Like 


Numa Roumestan, he sprang into fame 
iby one speech. He had come as a specta- 
tor to a Democratic meeting in the the- 
ater ‘‘del Ortente”’ with no intention of 
speaking, but, fired with excitement, he 
made this way to the tribune and delivered 
an oration which had an immense 
success and probably first revealed to Cas- 
telar himself the fact that he was a born 
orator. He awoke next morning a fa- 
mous man, and before the day was out 
thousands of copies of his speech were be- 
ing printed. 

After contmbuting constantly to the Re- 
publican vapers for 10 years he started a 
paper of his own, ‘La mocrgecia. Por 
publishing a bitter article in it on the 
scandalous jobbery in the sale of Crown 
lands he was deprived of the university 

rofessorship of history to which he had 
Seen anpoinked at the age of 25. He took 
part in the futile rising of 19866, and was 
condemned to death, but contrived to es- 
cape to Parise. Two years later he returned 
and was recognized as the chief of the 
Republican party. When tthe Cortes elected 
Amadeus as King he protested, but kept 
aloof from all attempts at revolt. He 
made another great speech when Amadeus 
resigned in 1873, and took the foreign of- 
fice in the first Republican cabinet, re- 
signing soon afterwards. 

Three Republican Presidents succeeed«d 
one another in rapid succeession. The 
Federalist revolt occurred, the Carlists 
gained ground, the army disbanded in a 
mutinous state and Spain seemed threat- 
ened with dissolution. When the Cores 
adjourned in September, 1874, Castelar took 


—— 


the executive office with almost dictatorial 
power. He effected a reconci:'xtion with 
the Vatican, and thereby greatly weakened 
the Carlists. He reorganzed the army, an 
Rave energetic support to the Generals who 
were acting against Cantonalists and an- 
archists in the South. In this way he 
saved the country from the double danger 
of clerical reaction and anarchical!l socil- 
ism. But in spite of his real services to the 
country Senor Castelar tourd it impossibie 
to maintain himself in power. He-was ac- 
cused of pursuing a revolutionary policy, 
the more violent secclon of.his own party 
combined against him; and the republic 
fell. Alfonso XII. was proclaimed King, 
and Castelar retired once more to Paris, 
where he devoted himself to literary work. 
He een re | returned to 6pain and 
obtained a seat In the Cortes as Deputy 
for Madrid. He was elected a member of 
the Spanish Academy in 1871, but he did not 
eee his reception speech until April 3, 
When Castelar returned to Spain after the 
restoration of the monarchy he -was. firmly 
persuaded that he would shortly see the 
re-establishment of a republic. That ex- 
poctaden was doomed to disappointment. 
he Government of King Alfonso, under 
the able administration of Canovas, had 
worked wonders in macifying the country. 
Since then Senor Castéelar, age far as con- 
cerns active politics, has been little more 
than a name. Regarded as a practical 
leader, his power has steadily waned. Only 
once during the period of his power’s de- 
cay did he startle Spain. That was: in ,18%, 
when Castelar anhounced his formal with- 
drawal from the Repwblicans and his ad- 
hesion to the Mondarchists.
